Glass More Costly Than Gold. 
The value of glass may far exceed that 
of gold when made up into microscopic 
ob jectives.

(which weight of gold is worth ab out 
i^d), and so the value of a kilogram of 
such lenses would b e ab out £ 600,000. 
The cost of the raw material for making 
this weight of glass is from 2% to 4d., 
and thus, when worked up into the shape 
of a lens, the glass has b een increased in 
value ab out 50,000,000 times. Such dis­ 
parity b etween the cost of the raw mate- 
tial and the manufactured article is 
prob ab ly a record In industrial technics.

Old Map . Sh o ws Wh ere Black Hawk 
Bu ried His Mo n ey . 


Fairfield, la.—All J efferson county 
is now engaged in a mad hunt for the 
buried gold of old Chief Black Hawk, 
a clew to which was not long ago 
discovered in (earing down the ruins 
of an old ^log cabin. 
It was while 
workmen were engaged in destniy ing 
the cabin built In 1838 by Rhodham 
Bonnifield that they found an ink 
horn, quill case and musty old pocket- 
book. 
The pockeibook contained an 
1828 newspaper clipping, a phy sician’s 
recipe and 
a 
letter. 
This letter, 
though badly faded, was read with 
the help of a magnify ing glass. 
It 
was written at San Francisco, ad­ 
dressed to “ William.” and signed “ J . 
W.” 
In part the letter say s: 
“ You know what I found out from 
Black Hawk. . . . over from Illinois. 
I looked, but never thought until I got 
nearly out here. 
About that there 
map. It weren’t where the lines cross, 
but in the middle. 
Now, don’t y ou 
tell any one, but try this here plan 
(map follows). 
You see, we alway .s 
made the mistake of digging at cross­ 
ing A. That other Indian J im k no wed 
more than he let on. 
There must 
be near $9 ,^00, and mebbe more, ac­ 
cording to what Black Hawk fetched 
that time.” 
The landmarks on the map are re­ 
membered by old settlers, and a tree 
shown in it still remains. 
It is sup­ 
posed that Black Hawk received this 
gold in pay ment from 
the 
govern­ 
ment for some consideration. 
There 
is an old story about the county that 
three braves w'ere given the task of 
finding a hiding place for this money , 
three being chosen so that, if one or 
two of them should be killed, the sur­ 
vivors could tell where the treasure 
was buried. 
And^ It 
happened, all 
three of these Indians w'ere killed 
not long after, and- this is said 
to 
be the reason why the gold 
w’as 
never recovered. 
Who the w» riter or 
recipient of the old letter was none 
can tell. Neither can it be understood 
how they could 
find out any thing 
about the location of the gold. 
How­ 
ever, J efferson county people are giv­ 
ing themselves the benefit 
of 
the 
doubt by digging all around the indi­ 
cated spot. 


J ohn -W. J ordan, librarian of the 
Pennsy lvania Historical society , said 
that he had recently visited slave 
dungeons under an old house in Elk- 
ton, Md., which correspond ex actly to 
those found to-day . 
A curious circumstance connected 
with the discovery is that for y ears 
a legend of haunting has hung around 
old Water street, between Market and 
Arch. Stories of underground shrieks, 
chain rattling, blows, and all the other 
manifestations have been told. Houses 
near the old Girard place could not be 
rented because of this.

Mllncis Railroad Officials Experiment 
in Use of Fine Coal. 


Railroad officials In Illinois are m ak­ 
ing a study of the use of f.ne coal tor 
reiyht and passenger engines, and it 
’s pTcbable that a test will 
be made. 
Statistics show* that a large am ount of 
line coal is wasted at the mines, and 
if it can be used for steam ing, thou­ 
sands of dollars will be saved annually 
by 
railway com: anies. 
For soft coal the problem of getting 
useful fuel out of the liner grade is 
more difficult and it has been attacked 
in a number of ways. 
With coking 
coals it is easy to use the fine coals 
mixed with the lumps in the coke 
ovens and thus obtain good quality of 
‘‘uel in the form of coke. 
Another 
method on which a large amount of 
experimental wrork has 
been done is 
that of hriquetting. and 
so far as the 
rnechanicaU o] eratirn is concerned a 
niimbv-r of sr. ccr iui machines hare 
been designed and are in use in this 
country. 
The cost of m aking l» ri- 
qiiettts is. however, the princii al ob­ 
jectionable feature, and it is laruv ly a 
commercial problem as to just wlieie 
briquette m achines can he pvt^fii 
ably 
used for the utlliralion of fin ' bitu­ 
minous coal. 


In Morris county. New Jersey, re­ 
sides a man of great w*ealth, whose 
fortune is born of industrial life in­ 
surance, and his splendid home is 
founded upon the tract where in hia 
youth he drove the plow* and herded 
his father’s cows. In business life he 
is the next man to United States Sen­ 
ator Dryden; in a social way he is 
just the farmer’s boy grown up. 
But 
as business opportunities opened up 
in his career, he carried along his 
farm w’ith them, and next to Dryden 
no man in New* Jersey has a more 
splendid estate. 
It is sitiuiled in the 
borough of Florham Park, near Madi­ 
son, and embraces some S.Oü d acres. 
Part of it w'as his father's farm and 
if his paternal relative were to w*ake 
from his last sleep he would not knpw 
the place on which he tolled so hard 
to make a bare living, and on which 
his life insurance sou has spent mil­ 
lions. 
The private roads that run through 
this estate are macadam in construc­ 
tion and are 40 feet wide. There are 
23% miles of them. They lead through 
forests, which in their original form 
were wildernesses, but by the Midas 
touch of wealth are transformed into 
parks. 
The 
Passaic 
river 
flows 
through or by them, and its tributary 
waters are held in check to make 
lakes and ponds, which are stockec 
with fish, and on whose surface a flee 
of small pleasure boats float. On the 
side of the old cow* barn is reared a 
clock tower 100 feet high, on whose 
summit is recorded time, facing the 
cardinal points of the compass and 
accented by a bell that chimes the 
hours so that they are heard as far as 
Morristown, Summit and Bernards 
ville, 10 miles distant. 
Fifty men are employed constantly 
on the estate, sometimes 100 and even 
more. 
The old farm blossoms under 
the touch of wealth, and the farmer 
boy coming home from the life insur 
ance building daily drives through the 
old cornfield, which is now a garden 
to a splendid big house where li\erlec 
servants meet him and bow to him on 
the very sj>ot where he used to wash 
his hands in a trough. There is no I 
lustration more marked of sudden 
wealth brought home, none at least 
which has such loyalty to its place of 
origtn.

American railroad 
builders 
have 
used nearly every conceivable material 
or roadbed, from solid granite to the 
shifting sands of the great southwest­ 
ern desert, held together by growing 
vines. But it remained for the Florida 
3ast Coast railw’ay 
to 
construct a 
roadbed out of material wffiich Is grow­ 
ing in popularity as jewelry. 
The portion of the 
Florida 
coast 
upon which it has been found feasible 
o use coral as ballast is it the exten­ 
sion from Miami to Key '^’est, along 
he Florida keys. The reason for such 
use is patent to the student of geology. 
The keys through wdiich the road runs 
are composed of it. Coral rock is the 
only thing obtainable except by long 
ransportation. 
Many of the long 
slets are a long way from the main­ 
land. 
But a beautiful and exceedingly sub­ 
stantial roadwray is being constructed 
out of the coral rock. It is glistening 
white, like a great band of satin rib­ 
bon. on which the little islands, with 
their luxuriant, tropical growth, are 
strung like a necklace 
of 
emerald 
beads. It is more truly a gem-studded 
bond, uniting Key W est to the Florida 
shore. 
The road, which was conceived In 
the mind of Henry M. Flagler as 
part of h'*'*. plan to join Cuba with the 
United I -lies by an all-rail route, is 
remarkable in more than one partic­ 
ular. 
Much of the roadbed is being 
constructed in wrater 30 or more feet 
deep. Forests of trees are being used 
for piling and tons upon tons of con­ 
crete are being dumped on top to form 
a substantial highway 
through 
the 
ocean. 
When this unique railway is done 
the traveler will, in places, be speed­ 
ing along entirely out of sight of land 
lie will practically go to sea in a rail- 
wav train. Nothing will greet his eye

The new line will cost
